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United States imports of livestock during 1954 were very small. 
During all of the year entries of cattle from Mexico were restricted by 
the foot-and-mouth quarentine and Canada was practically the only other 
source for imports. Imports of sheep and lambs for feeding and slaughter 
were small but were greater than a year earlier. Imports of hogs from 
Canada continued large, however, total imports were only a very small 
proportion of the years domestic slaughter. 


Exports of cattle from the United States, while much less than the 
imports, increased in 1954 reflecting a strong demand for breeding cat- 
tle in a number of South American countries and Canada. Whereas the 
imports were largely those for feeding, dairy, or slaughter; the exports 
were principally breeding animals of excellent quality and of high value.

Sxports o- sheep and lambs durin- 195 were much smaller than a year 
earlier, and as usual, most of the shipments were to Canada and Mexico. 
Txports of hors during 195) totaled somewhat less than a year earlier. 


Imoorts of live cattle which make u> the bulk of United States trade | 
in live animals totaled only 86,000 head during 195) compared with 198,000 
head a year earlier and were the smallest since 197. Entries of cattle | 
during 1955 will be considerably larger than a year earlier. The Mexican 
borcer hes been oven to imports since the first of the year, Imports | 
from Mexico durin: January - April 1955 totaled 207,000°head. ‘wring | 
the same period imoorts from Canada amounted to only 22,000 head. 


Imports of cattle during the remainder of 1955 promise to be rela- 
tively small. Ranges in northern Mexico continue good and there is a” 
shortage of cattle in relationship to the amount of grazing available. 

The large exports of cattle during the first part of 1955 have reduced 

the number of older steers which are available. Cattlemen in the state 

of Sonora have been considering ovlans for rather large importations of 
breeding cows from the United States. If these olans materialize it would 
be the first time for large importations of commercial breeding cattle. 

The liexican sovernment continues to im>oose quotas on exvorts and export 
taxes still limit the export movement. Only steers may be exoorted. The 
ovement from l:exico will be small durin~ the summer tut will increase 
again in the fall at the close of the summer crazing season. Cattle prices 
in the Unitec States and Canada are in close acjustment and shipments to 
the United States are expected to continue relatively small. 


Prior’to the first outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in Mexico in 
1946 annuai exports from that country to the’ United States ranged from a 
low of 301,000 head in 19) to a high of 588,000 in 1943. The largest 


total entering from Canada in any recent year was the 61,000 which came 
in during 1950, 


There has been a great interest in livestock imorovement in several 
countries of Central and South America, Large importations of cattle have 
been made both by individuals and under “overnment sponsorship. Foreign 
shipments of United States cattle for breeding during 195): totaled 17,235 
head which was 6,532 greater than a year earlier’and the largest since 
1946. Exports to Colombia during 1955 totaled ),69 head’ and 3,902 vent 


to Venezuela, Exports to Mexico totaled 2,606 head and 1,275 were sent to 
Canada. 


United States 4yports of dutiable hogs during 195) were equivalent 
to 30,715 head (200 pounds each) compared with 2,030 a year earlier and 
were the greatest since 19,1, Virtually all came from Canada.
